This  re-enactment  of 
the  classical  musical  was  co-produced  by  NPR  and  Belgian 
National  Radio  and  promises  to  be  a  real  broadcasting  event.  It  is 
the  first  musical  produced  exclusively  for  radio  since  World  War  II, 
so  its  place  in  history  is  assured. 

On  May  31,  the  inimitable  Sara  Vaughn  will  perform  a  live 
concert  for  NPR  which  we  will  broadcast  in  its  entirety. 

All  through  the  month,  NPR's  series  such  as  Options,  Voices  In 
The  Wind,  Options  In  Education,  Recital  Hall,  International 
Concert  Hall,  and  Folk  Festival  USA  will  have  special  arts 
month  programming.
